Among the expenditures there is an 
item of $115,000 subscription to pre- 
ferred stock of the B. 4|A. R. R.; un- 
der bonds and temporary loans there 
is an expenditure of $80,000. 
The 


irimln.il costs for the county figured 
to $9 973 26. It took $6 621 79 to 
pay 


county officers for the services. 


The 
liabilities of the county are 


$824.325 94 as figured in the annual re- 
port. The excess ot liabilities over re- 
sources Dec. 30. 1899, was $30,626.51. 
The value of the county buildings 
which is not Included In thevtotal t>f 
resources, Is $100,000. By. a comparison 
of figures it is found that the county

In the jail account it shows that 


there were 362 prisoners committed 
during the year 1899.

WAYS OF ARAB SLAVE HUNTERS 


Story of a Kaid Hade on a Central 


African Village. 


Perhaps the simplest method of de- 


scribing the raiding system, as prac- 
ticed by the Arab bands in the forest 
region between the Arulmi and ther 
Congo, would he in the form of a brief 
naratlve of events based upon personal 
observation. The caravan Whose ad- 
ventures we are about to follow was 
under the command of Qsmanl, a 
middle-aged Arab, who had penetrated 
the continent from Zanzibar more than 
twenty years before. For two weary 
weeks the wretched party had traveled 
though an uninhabited portion of the 
great forest, trudging each day through 
densely matted undergrowth beneatli 
the Impenetrable canopy of primeval 
trees, and sleeping each night, hungry 
and weary, upon the soden ground in 
the vitiated atmosphere of decaying 
vegetation. One afternoon, when the 
party was almost In a condition of de;- 
spalr, one of tbe Manyema followers 
sustained a deep flesh wound from a 
hard wood spear which had been art- 
fully concealed in the bushes beside a 
well-worn elephant track as a trap, 
for the natives of the forests are well 
skilled in woodcraft. Upon discover- 
ing the evidences of man's existence 
in the vicinity the caravan halted, 
while scouts were sent to survey the 
surrounding country. In a short time 
it was reported that within au hour's 
march a large native village had been 
sighted. 
Osmani's Instructions were 


brief: 
"Two hours before the dawn 


we march upon that village. To-night 
no fires, no'noise. Sikiai" 


The night air grew gradually voider. 


A fierce storm swept over the forest, 
and the rain, filtering through the 
thick foliage overhead, trickled in 
continual streams upon the naked 
bodies of the raiders. It 
was still 


dark and raining when the hoarse 
whisper, "Tendele! 
Tendele upesi" 


(march, march quickly), passed from 
one to another. The party set forth 
in slugle file; no word was spoken, and 
tbe only sound that betokened tBelr 
progress was a slight 
swishing cf 


leaves and the mufflled tread of naked 
feet upon 'the spongy ground. 
Upon 


nearlng the village clearing each mau 
buckled his ammunition belt more 
tightly around his waist, and wound a 
strip of dirty white cotton cloth about 
his head to serve as a distinguishing 
mark In the coming attack upon the 
naked natives. With a shrill "Hao 
Yah!" the raiders fired their first 
volley directly toward the huts where 
the natives were sleeping. 
"Llah—la 


—ihu!" roared the Manyema, as they 
crashed 
through the bushes into the 


midst of a multitude of panic-stricken 
savages, chasing the black figures 
hither and thither. Women and chil- 
dren shrieked, 
fowls flew cackling 


toward the woods: men's deep voices 
shouted incoherently; but the loud 
rifle reports and shouts of the relent- 
less Manyema drowned 
all .' other 


sounds. Soon the village became en- 
veloped in a dense white fog of sul- 
phurous smoke and mist. In the ob- 
scurity of which the raider's guus 
flashed forth tongues of fire. 


Gradually the tumult ceased. The 


cool morning breeze dispelled 
the 


havy cloud of mist and smoke, reveal- 
ing the victorious raiders swaggering 
through the devasted village, driving 
scores of miserable women and chil- 
dren together In couples by means of 
lashing around the wrists. Soou the 
early morning sun shone In all its ra- 
diance through the distant trees, in 
sad contrast to the desolation of dead 
bodies and smouldering huts. By noon 
the raiders had established them- 
selves in the former home of the na-. 
tives; a rough zeriba;., of brushwood 
was formed around the outside to 
serve as a precaution against any sud- 
den attack, and the trembling captives 
were placed in the center under a 
watchful guard. 


A few days after the attack' upon the 


village the Arab chief Osmant gave 
instructions for two of the oldest of 
tbe captive women to be liberated. 
Two feeble creatures were brought 
forth, and stood In abject terror be- 
fore the marauding chief. "Go to your 
people who are hiding in the forests," 
said the 
Arab. "Tell 
them their 


women are alive, and tell them that 
we will set-them free when they brlns 
us elephant tusks. For each tusk of 
an elephant we will give back ono 
woman. If within five days from now 
they do not come to us with ivory, W3 
will take the women with us to another 
country, and sell them to people who 
will kill and eat them. Go! Tell our 
words truly!" When the poor women 
realized they were free to depart they 
darted forward 
with 
extraordinary 


agility Into the woods. 


On the morning of the fifth day the 


Arab camp was hailed by a voice from 
the forest: "Is It true that our wom- 
en are still alive?" "It is true; it Is 
indeed true." replied a Manyema in the 
native dialect. "I bring the tusks of 
elephants. But first let me hear their 
voices, that I may know you speak 
truly." The women were soon pro- 
duced, and were made to shout a 
reply to the native chief, who was all 
this time concealed from sight among 
the trees. After much delay, during 
which the Manyema In turns coaxed 
and threatened the timid and suspi- 
cious native, the young chief at length 
mustered sufficient courage to. step 
forth. Depositing his burden of Ivory 
in tbe open, be glanced meaningly in 
tbe direction of the Arab's camp. In- 
stantly several women were liberated,' 
and they rushed to the woods. In this 
fashion, during, several 
subsequent 


days, toe Arab-chief was gradually rs- 
lleved of his prisoners, and in their 
place be became enriched by a substan- 
tial stock of Ivory.—Cassell'a Magazine.

ABOUT THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 


AMERICANS EOLDINS aEADES IN 


LEGION OF HONOR. 


The Tranavaal War HUB Put a Stop to 


Oay ety la tb? Old World. 


In view of the large number cf 


people in this country who propose to 
visit the Paris Exposition next Sum- 
mer In a more or less official capacity 
It may be of Interest to state that the 
French Government has just Issued a 
semi-official 
announcement 
to 
the 


effect that from henceforth the num- 
ber of Crosses of the Legion of Honor 
awarded to foreigners will be consid- 
erably diminished, and that they will 
be granted a great deal more sparlng'y 
than has been the case until now. In 
fact of the very limited number of 
crosses will be distributed by the 
French Government at the close of the 
exhibition, to the principal foreign offi- 
cials who have taken part therein. 


At the present moment there are 


almost as many foreigners belonging 
to the order as Frenchmen , and 
whereas a French military or 
civil 


official (unless he happen to have been 
a private secretary to a Cabinet Min- 
ister) only receives the cross after a 
number of years of meritorious ser- 
vice, or if he belongs to-the army or 
navy for some act of conspicuous gal- 
lantry—but invariably after a careful 
examination of his antecedents—it has 
been the practise unttl now to give It 
by way of compliment to almost every 
young secretary of foreign mission at 
Paris as. a sort of souvenir of his so- 
journ in the French capital, and with- 
out any inquiry as to nis record. 


President He had. the misfortune to 
shoot one of the omcers of his prede- 
cessor's household, namely. Colonel 
Brugere, in the 
lower port of the 


back. Poor Carnot was so distressed 
by this mishap that instead of sending 
Brugere back to regimental duty, aa 
he had intended, he attached him to 
his own housenold and protaoted aim 
to the ranks of brigadier general. 
Brugere is to-day at the pinnacle of 
military greatness 
as Governor of 


Paris, and may be said to owe bm oth- 
erwise totally unwarranted advance- 
ment to the fact that he was pretty 
badly peppered at a Presidential battue 
at Marly by the Chief Magistrate of 
Prance. 


WAR STOPS ALL GAYETY. 


Never has Europe been more dismal 


from a social point of view than just 
at the presenUmoment. The Transvaal 
war has naturally had the effect of put 
ting an end to all gayety in London. 
Owing to the holy year, and as an act 
of special deference to the Pope, King 
Humbert has not only ordered that 
there are to be no court balls or fes- 
tivities this year at the Quirlnal. but 
has likewise intimated to the Ambassa- 
dors accredited to his couit that they 
will greatly oblige him if they will 
follow his example in the mattor. The 
consequence is that Romn just now Is 
gloomy in uie extreme. At Berlin tbo 
entire court is iu (Jeep mourning, ow- 
ing to the death of the mother of the 
Empress. 


While at St. Petersburg the delicate 


. 
eludes tt.e possibility of great state 
entertainments. At Vienna thete has 
been a military court ball which 
served to recall to the memory 
of 


everyone present the loss of Empress 
Elizabeth, since it was the first enter- 
tainment of the kind held since her 
assassination. 
There was a marked 


absence of the usual gayety, and 
the 


Emperor, who was present, Is de- 
scribed as having looked unutterably 
sad. being anpnren,tly entirely lost In 
thought, and us having spoken to hard- 
ly anyone, instead of genially cnatting 
as lie usually does.

from Veuub) is about 92,500,000 miles. 
Its size is nearly that of the earth — its 
diameter being only three or four hun- 
dred miles less than that of our own 
planet. Moreover, the velocity of the 
movemen of Venus In its orbit (129G 
miles a minute) seems to be nearer 
that ot the earth than that of any other 
planet— and so is its rotation on its 
axis— its day being twenty-three hours 
and twenty-one minutes. 
(The dis- 


covery made at Flagstaff, Ar., *i 1896, 
by the Hal vard observe! s, was the re- 
markable one winch made the roUtion 
of Venus to be an accomplished fact 
only once a year— thus giving that 
planet but one day in the year; a con- 
clusion ulmh few astronomers today 
accept.) 
But it seems to be doubted 


how much reliance can be placet} npon 
any observations, for some observers 
Incline to the belief that while Venus 
certainly has an atmosphere, yet the 
body of the planet is so constantly 
coveied with clouds that is is impos- 
sible to discover any fixed marking on 
its suiface — hence the ditliculty of as- 
certaining with positive accuracy the 
true time of its rotation. Hut enough 
is know n to enable the astronomers to 
fix at least the distance and size of our 
briliant neighboi, and no uncertainty 
as to some other points need interfere 
with our enjoyment of its brightness 
and its beauty as an object shining 
among the stars. 
It must have been 


Venus that uas in the miml of the poet 
Woidswoith, in hit, sti iking compari- 
son: 


"Fair as a star, when only one 


Is shining in the bky." 


For, next to the. sun and moon, no 


floubt Venus Is the most brilliant ob- 
ject in the heavens; and she is often 
seen, in the evening twilight, as the 
only visible planet or star. And if we 
limit the comparison to objects seen 
with the unassisted eye, that planet Is 
also the most beautiful. Sometimes It 
casts a distinct shadow. 
Venus never 


recedes more than about 45 degrees 
from the sun. This fact, like several 
others in astronomy, the poet Tenny- 
son touches, and adorns, in his won- 
derful garden song m "Maud." 
"For a breeze of morning moves, 


And the planet of Love is on high, 


Beginning' to faint in the ligbt that 


she loves, 


On a bed of daffodil sky- 


To faiat In the light of the Sim she 


loves, 


To faint in bis light, and to die." 
This changing of place, by which 


Venus Is sometimes the even-Ing star 
and at other times the morning star, Is 
recognized also In this great poet's "In 
Memoriam," thus: 
"Sweet Hesper-Phosphor, double name 


For what is one, the first, the last, 
Thou, like my present and ray oast, 


Thy place la changed, thou art tie 


same." 


We have spoken of Venus as the 


nearest to ottr world- of oil tire planets. 
Her distance, at her nearest. Is but a 
little over 22,000,000 miles. 
This, In 


astronomical spaces, is equivalent to 
the position o* "next-door nefgabor," 
compared with the distance ot nonae 
even of the- pianetB in our own solar 
system. Take.Tor instance, that won- 
derful ringed and many-moonea plan- 
et. SatnrB:— Ions' tho««nt to be the 
outermost body In our solar system; its 
mean distance from the sun Is nearly 
900 millions ormHes. Or", take the sup- 
posed outer pfanet,. : Neptune, which 
was 2600" millions ot miles distant when 
Its remarkable discovery was made, a
